UNITED STATES SENATE MAY VOTE 


ON SUFFRAGE 


Senator Hollis Leader of the Movement 


—Suffragists Heckle Senators—Lodge 
and Weeks Strongly Opposed 


Special to The Sun. 


WASHINGTON, 
D. C., June 24.— 


Thursday will probably see the vote 
on suffrage taken in the senate, al- 
though Senator Hollis, at present the 
suffrage leader, took care to leave 
loophole 
when 
asking" that it be 


brought up that day for consideration. 
In reply to queries by other senators 
Mr. Hollis, said he hoped for a vote 
unless business already 
before 
the 


senate demanded immediate attention 
at that time, but distinctly, staled that 
he was not asking that a vote should 
be taken on Thursday. Remembering 
how the suffrage militants having' the 
congressional situation in charge"have 
played fast and loose with the An- 
thony amendment as regards taking 
a vote, the matter is by no means cer- 
tain to come to the front although a 
vote 
is 
expected. Suffragists 
who 


seem to put winning' the vote before 
all the great war questions of the day, 
are lobbying with increased vigor and 
openly boast that the president -will 
come to their rescue and gain for 
them the two votes which they ac- 
knowledge are lacking for success to- 
day. Color is given their assertions 
by the fact that the president has al- 
ready given the movement a big push 


the announcement that he desires 


:he senate to pass the amendment this 
session. Whether this combined ac~ 
ion of the president and the militant 


leaders will bring into lino the votes 
they. now lack seems to be about a 
fifty fifty guess even at, this late day. 


AHce-President Marshall will, preside 


when the matter comes up Thursday, 
as he hns just returned from Indiana 
and made known his intention of be- 
ing- jn the chair when the debate on 
the Anthony amendment takes place. 
The vice-president is an ardent anti- 
sufCragist but will have no opportunity 
to voice his sentiment, as he can vote

the ,ease with a constitutional amend- 
ment, but th<? vice president .often has 
a vote on majority ties. The sena- 
tors both in favor and against 
the 


.amendment have lost all patience with 
the lobbying and heckling which has 
mai;ked the suffrage .campaign, 
and 


seem determined to .settle the matter 
once for all, but if the militants find 
themselves still doubtful of the result 
when Thursday comes it's a pretty fair 
guess the loophole Senator Hollis left 
will be found large enough to let the 
amendment slip back into the commit- 
tee without action.

for we are not going to stand this 
forever." a German major told Miss' 
Olga Wursbers of Grand Rapids, ac- 
cording to her story on coming ashore. 


The conversation, she declared, took 


place in a hospital at Godesberg1, Ger., 
where the oiticer talked freely to her. 
not suspecting that she was an Amer- 
ican. 


"Why Fight?" Asked Private

clared, a private soldier said to 
her: 


Some day we are all going to put

Hiss Wursberg, daughter of Fred-

she has lived six years in

In France he had the co-oper- 
ation of the leading educators, editors 
and statesmen, and was the guest of 
honor 
of 
the 
French 
government, 


which sent him throughout the devas- 
tated region and to the western front,

and 
armed 


guards, to study Conditions first hand. 
In addition to other matters, he ob- 
served the work of the Red Cross and 
Y.M.C.A. and since his return, three 
months ago. he has spoken over one 
hundred and fifty times in the interest 
of these various causes. 


Dr. Powell was 
educated at the 


University of Wisconsin, the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and Philadelphia 
Theological seminary. As a visitor at 
the front, he had a series of thrilling 
and interesting experiences, being at 
the centre of the worst 
of all 
the 


London 
air 
raids, and 
seeing 
the 


bombing of the larger French 'cities. 
Since his return from Europe, he has 
spoken in some .twenty different states 
for the Red Cross, the councils of de- 
fense, the committee on church and 
the moral aims of the war, etc. He 
makes a special plea to think of noth- 
ing but the war, to stand behind the 
government, to prepare to rebuild and 
re-educate a world once it is redeemed 
from pre-primitive autocracy.

lords of Germany been foiled and again 
lias fresh inspiration been offered to 
the Allies. 


It seems that the enemy forces and 


the peoples behind them are every- 
where war-weary, 
demoralized and 


almost 
starved so that 
when the 


United States forces get into the con- 
flict with full strength they will have 
hut to deliver the knock-out blow to 
the enemy. . 


The rapid transportation of nearly 


a million soldiers 
to 
Europe 
has 


changed the situation at the front and 
•will soon turn the scales in favor of 
the Allies which are supposed to have 
7,000,000 men in action holding the va- 
rious fronts against an equal number, 
tut without the power to move pos- 
sessed by the enemy operating on the 
Inner circle. 


THE HOUSING PROBLEM 


There are a great many people out- 


Eide Lowell who would like to come 
here to earn good wages during the 
war and at the same time have the 
government provide them fine dwell- 
ings almost rent free. Against 
any 


such imposition the'government will 
doubtless take care of itself. 


If new buildings are to be erected 


here for the 
munition workers, 
it 


mould he well to hold the number to 
the minimum necessary to accommo- 
date only those families and individ- 
uals who 
cannot find comfortable 


quarters. 


It is to be remembered also that as 


a result of the increase in car fares 
which falls 
heavily upon suburban 


residents, if any large number of 
dwellings were built here by the 
government and 
offered 
below the 


prevailing rents, many of the suburb- 
anites would rent them for the period 
of the war and then move back to 
their homes in the adjoining towns. 
That would leave these new houses 
vacant and a drug on the local real 
estate market. 


The housing problem is, therefore, 


'one that has to be 
very carefully 


considered in order that while helping 
the munition workers nothing may 
be done to injure our city or the 
general taxpayers.

The war loans come period- 
ically, but the taxes regularly every 
year, taxes by the city, by the state, 
and by the nation.

Thus It appenrs lhat the demands 


mndo upon tho people for money will 
be almost continuous. For this rca- 
«on It, In all Important that tho in- 
dustrles of the country bo maintained 
In (i ictnte of prosperity. Otherwise 
tilt rcpplo cannot meet tho demands 


of the war in a manner that will give 
the government the money it needs. 


It is needless to say that a shortage 


of coal would play havoc with nearlj 
all industries; and next to that comes 
a shortage of labor. The governmen 
can help to prevent both. 
In some 


cases the draft of war funds and gov- 
ernment competition may force cer- 
tain essential industries to the wall 
financially. In such cases it would be 
only fair for the government to ad- 
vance financial aid so as to prevent 
failures that would 
bring 
harmfu 


consequences. 


UNJUST ATTACK ON AUSTRIA 
Congressman Kenyon of Iowa made 


a very bitter attack upon Austria in 
the national house the other day, rep- 
resenting her as the "beast" for whose 
existence as a separate entity there is 
no excuse. He seemed to attribute to 
Austria the same brutal instincts and 
disregard of all laws human and di- 
vine that Germany has exhibited since 
the very beginning of the war, 
Aus- 


tria's chief offense against humanity 
and civilization in this war consists 
in the fact that she is the ally of 
Germany and far too pliantly follow- 
ing the orders of the 
German 
war 


lords. 


Austria of her own volition has not 


reveled in cruelty, immorality and de- 
bauchery such as Germany has dis- 
played wherever she went 
and 
of 


which she seemed to take 
especial 


pride. It is not good policy for a 
congressman or a newspaper in this 
or any allied country to give expres- 
sion to such sentiments as those of 
Mr. Kenyon. 


We intend to treat Austria with the 


greatest kindness and 
consideration 


the moment she cuts loose from the 
alliance that makes her the vassal of 


erniany. If Germany considers trea- 


ties but scraps of 
paper, 
Austria 


ihould not be bound by a whole bun- 
dle of paper. It is true that Austria 
started the war, but Germany was the 
nstigator behind the scenes and the 
cause-of its spread to other 
powers. 


The condition of Austria at the pres- 
ent time seems to be one of general 
exhaustion and distress, and 
unless 


there is an early change for the better, 
she will be able to do but very little 
Ighling. She is already reported to 
36 making peace overtures to France, 
n hope's that the latter will agree to 
drop out with Austria; but it appears 
that Germany wants to be a party to 
any peace arrangement to be made. 
For all these reasons, we deem 
it 


highly injudicious for any congress- 
man to make an unjust attack upon 
Austria calculated to show 
popular 


ndignation against her on account of 
anything she has done since the war 
started. As compared with the foul 
leeds of Germany, those of Austria 
are mild and much more in line with 
.he customs of civilized warfare. 


SAVING OUR PRISONERS 


Of all the allied nations 
fighting 


against the forces of the Hun, only 
one thus far has given the bully of 
Europe the medicine which will stop 
lis torture of prisoners of war. That 
country is France.

7rench people sent into Germany for 
heir captured soldiers. 
They beat 


hem. They forced them to labor long 
hours in death-bringing conditions.

many was grinding the blood and life 
out of prisoners in her camps while 
Germans held in French prison camps 
were well fed. Germany did not want 
.0 send her captives back until she 
lad wrung the last ounce of toil out 
of them and made them unfit for fur- 
ther war duty. 


Then it was that France began her 


program of reprisals. When the Ger- 
mans served "soup like bill-stickers' 
"taste" to Frenchmen the French pro- 
cured the recipe and supplied a simi- 
nr fluid to the Germans in their pris- 
ons. When the German government 
'lost" Frenchmen's parcels and offered 
no satisfaction the French stopped the 
parcels for German prisoners—and cut 
down their rations. 


In that way France convinced the 


rtuns that French prisoners must be 
treated as human beings. Then Ger- 
many agreed to exchange 
prisoners 


with France. 


But Germany continues her horribly 


cruel treatment, of British prisoners. 


Great Britain thus far lias refused 


,o put into execution the program of 
•eprisal which would protect her men 
n German camps more surely than 
anything else. This mistake, though, 
s in a fair way to be corrected. The 
British public demands a general ex- 
change of prisoners and a progra.m of 
exact measure for measure "medicine" 
for German prisoners. 


Few American prisoners are in Ger- 


man 
camps. More 
will 
be 
there. 


There have been well authenticated 
charges of mistreatment of our boys. 
Those indicate that tho Germans are 
abusing our boys more 
shamefully 


than the prisoners of any other coun- 
try.

•astic measures to bring Germany to 
sense of her responsibility, whether 


hose measures - involve reprisals or 
a more vigorous policy of getting into 
he heart of Germany.

with them and realized for himself 
their desire to..get into the linens 
early as possible and their determina- 
tion to win. 
Gen.-Pershing hastily gathered the 


officers of the •fegiment in the canton- 
ment when Premier Clemenceau ar- 
rived. The premier spoke a few words 
to the officers, expressive of the great 
confidence of France in the men from 
overseas and of thanks for the a'.d 
she was receiving from America at the 
decisive hour of the struggle for. the. 
liberty of. the world. 
The premier then spoke to the vil- 


lagers who had assembled when the 
news of his presence became known 
and mingld with the American soldiers 
who crowded round him. 
The premier explained to the people

According to the survey of infant 


mortality statistics gleaned from 163 
of the largest cities of 
the 
United 


States for 1917, just completed by the 
New York milk committee, the baby 
death rate of the country has consid- 
erably lowered. 


The infant death rate of the 163 


cities mentioned, all of which 
boast 


populations above 25,000, was 97.5 per 
1000 
of births. 
In this group there 


were 723,144 living births, and of these 
70,431 died under one year. 
Using 


these cities as a basis it is estimated 
that the living- births in the nation to- 
taled 
2,678,000. This 
number sub- 


tracted from the total deaths of all 
ages, approximately 1,648.000, leaves a 
natural increase in the national fam- 
ily of more than one million. 


Though there is not much difference 


among them analysis of. the 163 cities 


Henry 
Staples, which have made their infant mortal- 


ity rates public show that those with 
populations of 50,000 or under have 
the best environment for children and 
that death among babies is more rife 
in those larger cities where poor peo- 
ple are more abundant and where liv- 
ing conditions, consequently, are more 
congested. Cities under 50,000 in 1917 
had a baby death rate of 90.9 per 1000 
of births, those from 50,000 to 100 000 
a rate of 97.4 per 1000 
births, 
and 


those with populations above 100 000 
a rate of 9S.2 deaths per 1000 births. 


New York city, the metropolis of 


the country, has reached the lowest 
baby death rate in its 
history, and 


ranking lower than any other world 
city. Although its population has in- 
creased with rapid strides during the 
past 10 years there were 4041 fewer 
baby deaths last year than in 1907. 


The honor infant death rate among 


the cities of, 100.000 or more prevailed 
in Omaha, Nebraska, where the mark 
was 
59.3 per 100,000. 
Close behind 


was Seattle, Washington, with a rate 
of 59.4. Of all the cities in the land 
Nashville, Tenn.. with a population of 
110,364. had the highest rate—-1S2.2 per 
1000 of births. 


Fixing 100 as the present average 


infant death rate per 1000 of births 
for the entire country, and it is found 
that of the 43 cities of 100,000 popula- 
tion who reported, eighteen are above 
this figure and 25 are. below. Those

Normal school principals from nearly 
all the schools in the state were pres- 
ent Saturday at a conference called 
by Thomas W. White, supervisor of 
administration, for 
the 
purpose 
of 


discussing the recommendations con- 
tained in the report of the executive 
council on a proposed standardization 
of salaries. 
Principals Aspinwall of 


Worcester, Murdock of North Adams, 
and JIahoney of Lowell were among 
those present. 


The report recommends an 
increase 


for all 
Normal school teachers, 
the 


average increase 
being slightly 
lass 


than 20 per cent. 


Principal Mahoney of 
the 
Lowell 


school called attention to the fact that 
the proposed increases must be ap- 
proved by the present council before 
they become effective, and urged that 
teachers should not accept it as a cer- 
tainty that they are to get the added 
compensation. 
If the council should 


happen to act .adversely on the mat- 
ter, 
and he noted that there is 
evi- 


dence of a policy 
of 
retrenchment, 


then the teachers will be bitterly dis- 
appointed. 


"Not 
only will they be disappoint- 


ed," he said, "they will be embittered. 
All about them they 
see 
men 
and 


women, skilled and unskilled, receiv- 
ing advances in wages. 
They know 


that theirs is a resuonsible profession, 
one worthy of adequate remuneration, 
but in the past they have not received 
it, and today it is less adequate than 
ever before. 


"In Lowell, teachers in the elemen- 


tary schools will soon be receiving 
51080 per year, and they are entitled 
to it. But it is not lair that normal 
school instructors should receive less. 
For myself, I have become weary of 
urging my teachers to be hopeful of

start something—possibly 
some 
deeper 
thinking—some public 


opinion that might grow to 'proportions carrying weight. 
Here- 


with submitted—a rough suggestion or two—subject io criticism 
and amendment, as a nucleus for this great and 
radical change 


in the world—a beneficial result of the war. 


! A World's'Court—representatives of all nations. 


A World's Fleet—all'nations to contribute a certain quota and 


junk the rest—no more 
national fleets—no snhm/Lrin^—nn na- 


tional construction. 


A World's Fighting Force—both for sea and land—so -many 


from each nation—-equally represented or proportionate—same to 
be mixed—equally assorted in each and every locality, of which 
(here shall be a certain number, possibly one in each country or ai, 
the nearest seaport. 
Units to be changed from locality to locality 


at fixed periods. 


Manufacturing plants for ammunition, guns, vessels and all 


requisites for war, excepting ordinary commodities, to be adjacent 
to and under control of the World's Court, whose expenses shall 
he paid by each nation contributing its deputed share. 


No arms, ammunition, guns, etc., to be held, manufactured or 


sold in any country. 


Police control; subject to strict ruling as to arms, etc., to be 


the only force left to any nation. 


Representatives to the World's Court, their selection, term of 


service, and powers is for another chapter, 
and other chapters 


would be necessary to arrange for the "machinery," which would 
not be necessarily cumbersome, but there are no difficulties that 
cannot be overcome. 


The one plain fact today is that the nations and their peoples 


are ready and willing for just some such radical .change in the 
world's affairs, and the peoples can .make it their own affair, will 
make it their own affair, and what is more, there will be people, 
if only individuals—not only socialists, laborites and suffragettes 
—who would report any manufacturing of war material should any 
breach of the world's agreement be started. It would'not be kept 
secret, and could be suppressed at once.

Speaks of Victory 


Returned Travelers Tell of 


Unrest — /'Won't Stand 
This," Says Officer 


AN ATLANTIC PORT. 
June 24.— 


Germany, war-weary and ill-fed, is in 
a state of unrest so active that talk ot 
revolt against the imperial govern- 
ment is common among: both the mili- 
tary and civil populations, accord ins 
lo Americans who arrived here last 
night, on a Norwegian liner, after long 
residence in Germany or adjacent neu- 
tral countries. 


Officers and men, the voyagers said, 


had told them of a sullenness which 
is widespread in the German army, 
predicting that it would reach the 
point where the troops would refuse 
to fight. 


"You 
see that I wear the coat of 


the kaiser; I only wish that you could 
know the feeling that lies beneath it, 
for we are not going to stand this 
forever." a Gorman major told 
Miss 


Olga Wursherjj ol' Grand Rapids, ac- 
cording 10 her story on coming ashore. 


The conversation, she declared, took 


place in a hospital at Godesberg', Gyi*., 
•where the officer talked freely to her. 
not suspecting that she was an Amer- 
ican. 


"Why 
Fish*?" Asked Private 


Under the same conditions, she de- 


clared, a private soldier said to her; 


Some day we are all going to put 


down our arms. Why should we fight' 
Our officers now, instead of leading 
us, go behind us with their guns at 
our backs." 


Miss \Vursberg-. daughter of Fred- 


erick "Wursberg. a wealthy Grand Rap- 
ids merchant, born in Germany and a 
naturalized American citizen, declared 
that the morale throughout Germany 
is poor and the people near revolt. 


With her family, who returned with 


her, she, has lived six years in Ger- 
many. 
She asserted that soldiers in 


the hospitals convalesce very slowly, 
so poor is the food given them. 
Talk Only of Food 


Carl E. Olivarius, a Milwaukee law- 


yer, returned from a trip through 
Norway. Sweden 
and 
Denmark, de- 


clared that food is so scarce in these 
countries that little can be spared 
Germany. 
Reporting 
conversations 


with travelers from the Teuton em- 
pire, he said: 


"No one in Germany speaks of vic- 


tory. They always talk of food. 
The 


war, in the minds of the civilian pop- 
ulation, has become .secondary to ef- 
forts to get enough to eat." 


Leon Rains of this city, who has 


resided the past five years in Dresden, 
declared that Saxony is well supplied 
with food, but conditions in Berlin 
and other large cities are "terrible.1*

ilte deportation of alien anarchists. 
Better late than never. The Sun for 
yeafl has contended that the moment 
any man admiis that he is an anar- 
chist he should be deprived 
of 
his 


liberty because he thereby declares 
that he is an enemy of all government 
and of organized society. 


If such an individual be an alien he 


should be deported at once; if a native 
of the United States, he should be 
jailed for his natural life or until he 
decides to become a law-abiding cit- 
izen. 


THE ITALIAN VICTORY 


After the Gernjan 
drive 
on 
the 


western front has 
been practically 


held, it is glorious news to find that 
Italy has completely routed the Aus- 
trian drive by which the Kaiser ex- 
pected to put Italy out of the struggle 
and force an early peace on the Ger- 
man plan. 


Again have the plans of the 
war 


lords of Germany been foiled and again 
has fresh inspiration been offered i to 
the Allies. 


It seems that the enemy forces and 


the peoples behind them are every- 
where war-weary, 
demoralized and 


almost starved 
so that when the 


United States forces get into the con- 
flict with full strength they will have 
but to deliver the knock-out blow to 
the enemy. 


The rapid transportation of nearly 


a million soldiers ( to 
Europe 
has 


changed the situation at the front and 
will soon turn the scales in favor of 
the Allies which are supposed to have 
7,000,000 men in a.ction holding the va- 
rious fronts against an equal number, 
but without the power to move pos- 
sessed by the enemy operating on the 
inner circle. 


THE HOUSING PROBLEM 


There are a great many people out- 


side Lowell who would like to come 
here to earn good wages during the 
war and at the same time have the 
government provide them fine dwell- 
ings almost rent free. Against 
any 


such imposition the government will 
doubtless take care of itself. 


If new buildings are to lie erected 


-here for the 
munition 
workers, 
it 


would be well to hold the number .to 
the minimum necessary to accommo- 
date only those families and individ- 
uals who cannot find comfortable 
quarters. 


It is to be remembered also that as 


a result of the increase in car fares 
which falls heavily upon suburban 
residents, if any large number of 
dwellings were built here 
by 
the 


government 
and 
offered 
below the 


prevailing rents, many of the suburb- 
anites would rent them for the period 
of the war and then move back to 
their homes in the 
adjoining 
towns. 


That would leave these new houses 
vacant and a drug on the local real 
estate market. 


The housing problem is, therefore, 


one that has to be 
very carefully 


considered in order that while helping 
the munition workers nothing may 
be done to injure our city or the 
general 
taxpayers. 


NOTE THE CASUALTY LIST

8,300 of our boys have been killed or 
wounded or captured by the Hnns?

from you.

stamps that there may be more money, 
labor and materials with which to 
back up those who light and die for 
you.

KEEP INDUSTRY BOOMING 


The government needs money to 


win 
the 
war and 
money in vast 


amounts. 


The" Liberty Loans we have passed 


were but mere child's play compared 
to what is to come as the war pro- 
gresses. The war loans come period- 
ically, but the taxes regularly every 
year, taxes by Ihci city, by the state, 
nnd by the nation. 


These demands will coinr: rtui'.c fre- 


quently and between the Liberty Loan 
drives will be sandwiched others' for 
the Red Cross, the Y.M.C.A. and the 
1C. of C. 


Thua It appeals that the demands 


mnrtfl upon the people for money will 
bo almost conllnuous. For this rea- 
son It Is all Important that tho In- 
dustries of the country bo maintained 
In a Htnto of prosperity. 
Otherwise 


Uio people, cannot moot the demands 


of the war in a manner that will give 
the government the money it needs. 


It is needless to say that a shortage 


of coal would play havoc with nearly 
all industries; and next to that come: 
a shortage of labor. The government 
can help to prevent both. 
In 
some 


cases the draft of war funds and gov- 
ernment competition may force cer- 
tain essential industries to the wall 
financially. 
In such cases it would be 


only fair for the government to ad- 
vance linancial aid so as to prevent 
failures that would 
bring 
harmful 


consequences. 


UNJUST ATTACK ON AUSTRIA 
Congressman Kc-nyon of Iowa made 


a very bitter attack upon Austria in 
the national house the other day, rep- 
resenting her as the "beast" for whose 
existence as a separate entity there is 
no excuse. He seemed to attribute to 
Austria the same brutal instincts and 
disregard of all laws human and di- 
vine that Germany has exhibited since 
the very beginning of the war. Aus- 
tria's chief offense against humanity 
and civilization in this war consists 
in tho fact that she is the ally of 
Germany and far too pliantly follow- 
ing the orders of the 
German war 


lords. 


Austria of her own volition has not 


reveled in cruelty, immorality and de- 
bauchery such as Germany has dis- 
played wherever she went 
and 
of 


which she seemed to take 
especial 


pride. It is not good policy for a 
congressman or a newspaper in this 
or any allied country to give expres- 
sion to such sentiments as those of 
Mr. Kenyon. 


We intend to treat Austria with the 


greatest kindness and 
consideration 


the moment she cuts loose from the 
alliance that makes her the vassal of 
Germany. If Germany considers trea- 
ties 
but scraps of - paper, 
Austria 


should not be bound by a whole bun- 
dle of paper. It is true that Austria 
started the war, but Germany was the 
instigator behind the scenes and the 
cause of :its spread to other 
powers. 


The condition of Austria at the pres- 
ent time seems to be one of general 
exhaustion and, distress, and 
unless 


there is an early change for the better, 
she will be able to do but very little 
lighting. She is already reported to 
be making peace overtures to France, 
in hopes that the latter will agree to 
drop out with Austria; but it appears 
that Germany wants to be a party to 
any pe&ce arrangement to be 
made. 


For all these reasons, 
we deem 
it 


highly injudicious for any congress- 
man to make an unjust attack upon 
Austria calculated to show 
popular 


indignation against her on account of 
anything she has done since the war 
started. As compared with the foul 
deeds of Germany, those of Austria 
are mild and much more in line with 
the customs of civilized warfare. 


SAVING OUR PRISONERS 


Of all the allied 
nations 
fighting 


against the forces of the Hun, only 
one thus far has given the bully of 
Europe the medicine which will stop 
iis torture of prisoners of war. That 
country is France. 


There was a time when Germany 


11-treated 
French 
captives. 
They 


starved 
them. 
They 
stole 
parcels 


French people sent into Germany for 
their captured soldiers. 
They beat 


them. They forced them to labor long 
hours in death-bringing 
conditions. 


They murdered them. 


And Germany laughed 
at 
French 


pleas to exchange prisoners, for Ger- 
many was grinding the blood and life 
out of prisoners in her camps while 


ermans held in French prison camps 


were well fed. Germany did not want 
to send her captives back until she 
had wrung the last ounce, of toil out 
of them and made them unfit for fur- 
ther war duty. 


Then it was that France began her 


program of reprisals. 
When the Ger- 


mans served "soup like bill-stickers' 
paste" lo Frenchmen the French pro- 
cured the recipe and supplied a simi- 
lar fluid to the Germans in their pris- 
ons. When the German government 
"lost" Frenchmen's parcels and offered 
no satisfaction the French stopped the 
parcels for German prisoners—and cut 
down their rations. 


In that way France convinced the 


Huns that French prisoners must be 
treated as human beings. Then Ger- 
many agreed to exchange 
prisoners 


with France. 


But Germany continues her horribly 


cruel treatment of British prisoners. 


Great Britain thus far has refused 


to put into execution the- program of 
reprisal which would protect her men 
in German camps more surely than 
anything else.

BALTIMORE, 
Md., June 24.—Says 


Charles M. Schwab: 


"The rat-tat-tat of the German ma-

ed a- binding: promise from the Ger- 
man parties regarding an Austro-Pol- 
ish solution.

terview with the Vienna correspondent 
of the Lok'al Anzelger. The food de- 
partment is attempting to make up 
this deficiency with other foodstuffs, 
and in addition, to 250 grammes to 
beef, two pounds of horse flesv per 
person will be distributed weekly.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 
24.— 


Thur»<3ay will probably see the vote 
on EtifTraere taken in the senate, al- 
though Senator Hollis, at 'present the 
suffrage leader, took care to leave a 
loophole 
when 
asking 
that 
it 
be 


brought up that day for consideration. 
In reply to queries by other senators 
Mr. Hollis said he hoped for a vote 


• unless business already 
before 
the 


senate demanded immediate attention 
at that time, but distinctly stated that 
he was not asking that a vote should 
be taken on Thursday. 
Remembering 


how the suffrage militants having the 
congressional situation in charge have 
played fast and loose with the An- 
thony amendment as regards taking 
a vote, the matter Is by no means cer- 
tain to come to the front although a 
vote 
is 
expected. Suffragists 
who 


seem to put winning the vote before 
all the great war questions of the day, 
are lobbying with increased vigor and 
openly boast that the president will 
come to their rescue and gain for 
them the two votes which they ac- 
knowledge are lacking for success to- 
day. Color is given their assertions 
by the fact that the president has al- 
ready given the movement a big- push 
by the announcement that he desires 
the senate to pass the amendment this 
session. 
Whether this combined ac- 


tion of the president and the militant 


leaders will bring into line the votes 
they now lack seems to be about a 
fifty fifty guess' even at this late day. 


Vice-President Marshall will preside 


when the matter comes up Thursday, 
as he has just returned from Indiana 
and made known his intention of be- 
ing in the chair when the debate on 
the Anthony amendment takes place. 
The vice-president is an ardent anti- 
suffragist obut will have no opportunity 
to voica his sentiment, as he can vote 
only to break a tie, and a tie seems 
impossible when two-thirds 
vote 
is 
necessary to carry a question, as is 
the case with a constitutional amend- 
ment, but the vice president often has 
a vote on majority ties. The sena- 
tors both in favor and against 
the 


amendment have .lost all patience with 
the lobbying and heckling which has 
marked the suffrage 
campaign, 
and 


seem determined to settle the matter 
once for all, but if the militants find 
themselves still doubtful of the result 
when Thursday conies it's a pretty fail- 
guess the loophole Senator Hollis left 
will be found large -enough to let the 
amendment slip back into the commit- 
tee without action. 


Both Senators Lodge and 
Weeks 
have 
openly declared many times 


as'ainst the proposed 
constitutional 


amendment so it is safe to predict 
that.neither of the Massachusetts sen- 
ators will vote in its favor if it comes 
before the senate this week.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, June 2i.— 


Normal school principals from nearly 
all the schools in the state were pres- 
ent Saturday at a conference called 
by Thomas <iV. White, supervisor of 
administration, for 
the 
purpose 
of 


discussing the recommendations con- 
tained in the report of the executive 
council on a proposed standardization 
of salaries. 
Principals Aspinwall of 


Worcester, Murdoek of North Adams, 
and Mahoney of Lowell were among 
those present. 
The report recommends an increase 


for all 
Normal school teachers, 
the 
average increase being slightly lass 
than 20 per cent. 
Principal Mahoney of 
the 
Lowell 


school called attention to the fact, that 
the proposed increases must be ap- 
proved by the present council before 
they become effective, and urged that 
teachers should not accept it as a cer- 
tainty that they are to get the added 
compensation. 
If the council should 


happen to act adversely on the mat- 
ter, and he noted that there is evi- 
dence of a policy 
of 
retrenchment, 


then the teachers will be bitterly dis- 
appointed. 


"Not 
only-will they be disappoint- 


ed," he said, "they will be embittered. 
All about them they see 
men and 


women, skilled'and unskilled, receiv- 
ing advances in wages. 
They know 


:hat theirs is a resuonsible profession, 
one worthy of adequate remuneration, 
sut in the past they have not received 
t, and today it is less adequate than 
ever before. 
In Lowell, teachers in the elemen- 


tary schools will soon be receiving 
S10SO per year, and Ihey are entitled 
.0 it. -But it is not fair that normal 
school instructors should1 receive less. 
For myself, I have become weary of 
urging: my teachers to be hopeful of"

CO-NATIONALISM 


—under a league of all nations—but we must FIGHT IT OUT TO 
A FINISH—to end Wnr for all lime. 
We, all of us, everyone of 


us, have a great cause to win. 


A year and a half ago' on the 8th of January, 1917, an idea 


was put forth in a chain letter as Co-Nationalism 
and below is 


the reproduction word for word. How does it look today? 


A plan to amalgamate and intermingle fighting forces under 


sole control of a Supreme Court of all nations, to abolish fortifi- 
cations, ammunition, war forces on land and sea—except those 
retained, and maintained in a selected number of zones in different 
parts of the World, by the Supreme Court of all Nations, which 
shall be established forever and ever to settle International Dis- 
putes only. 


Figure the saving in taxes and National Expenses^ 
Figure the saving in lives and losses. 


In an article published by the Saturday Evening- Post, Dec. Iti, 


1916, H. Q. Wells prods the indifference of the average man, and 
pleads for deeper thinking on every man's part, 
thoughts with 


purpose and positive results—results to take concrete form in 
the public mind so that some plan be carried out to prevent war 
in the future. 
' 


If the press would open a correspondence column for sugges- 


tions and discussions—the letters might be interesting and would 
start something—possibly 
some 
deeper 
thinking—some public 


opinion that might grow to proportions carrying weight. 
Here- 


with submitted—a rough suggestion or two—.subject to criticism 
and amendment, as a nucleus for this great and radical change 
in the world—a beneficial result of the war. 


A World's Court—representatives of all nations. 


A World's Fleet—all nations to contribute a certain quota and 


junk the rest—no more 
national 
fleets—no submarines—no na- 


tional construction. 


A World's Fighting Force—both for sea and lund—so many 


from each nation—equally represented or proportionate—same to 
be mixed—equally assorted in each 
and every locality^ 
of'which 


there shall be a certain number, possibly one in each country or at 
the nearest seaport. Units to be changed from locality to "locality 
at fixed periods. 
. 
. 


Manufacturing plants for ammunition, guns, vessels and all 


requisites for war, excepting ordinary commodities', to be adjacent, 
to and under control of the World's Court, whose; expenses shall 
.he paid by each nation contributing its deputed share. 


No arms, ammunition, guns, etc., to be held, manufactured or 


_ sold in any country. 


Police control; subject to strict ruling as to arms, etc., lo be 


the only force left to any nation. 


Representatives to the World's Court, Iheir selection, term of 


service, and powers 
is for another chapter, 
and other chapters 


would be necessary to arrange for the "machinery," which would 
not be necessarily cumbersome, but there are no difficulties that 
caunot be overcome. 


The one plain fact today is that the. nations and their peoples 


are ready and willing for just some such radical change in the 
world's affairs, and .the peoples can make it their own affair, will 
make it their own affair, and what is more, there will be people, 
if only individuals—not only socialists, luborites and suffragettes 
—who-would report any manufacturing- of war material should any 
breach of the world's agreement be started. It would not be kept 
secret, and could be suppressed at once. 


There would be no occasion for any Monroe Doctrine. 


This war shall not be settled by bargains and trades, by indi- 


viduals and special treaties, by agreements on scraps of paper, 
between separate 
governments, 
emperors, 
kings, presidents of 


diplomats, but by the court of the World's Peoples—the World's 
Nations—"all in' one," by one Supreme Power—with sole control 
of the pooled and surrendered forces of all nations. With power 
to summon and try all or any 'of the parties and individuals con- 
cerned in'this World's War and bring the guilty to Justice. 


With power to restore or re-adjust the frontiers and territo-"\ 


ries, to settle the indemnities, claims, reparation and all interna- 
tional differences.
